The prediction comes from Dr. 
Erwin L. Shaver. He's director of 
the weekday religious education 
department of the International 
Council of Religious Education. 
His office is a clearing house for 
information on that subject. 

Dr. Shaver has been keeping 
close tab on the situation since 
last March 8&8 The United States 
Supreme Court ruled then that re- 
ligious groups cannot use public 
schools to teach their belief 

The decision was ifi the case 
brought by Mrs. Vashti McCollum 
of Champaign, II!. The school board 
there had permitted a local coun- 
cil on religious education to hold 
classes in school buildings once 
weekly on school time. 

2,000,000 Affected. 


At that time 2,000,000 public 


school children were getting week- 


day religious instruction in 3000 
communities in 46 states. The pro- 
grams varied in form, but most of 
them were on “released time.” 
They were for youngsters who 
were excused from the regular 
schoo] routine at the request of 
their parents.

HE men whose flesh must really creep when they consider the 
consequences of Premier Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s declaration 
of independence are the rulers of the still loyal Soviet satellites. 
For it is virtually certain that a purge of the whole Russian empire 
in eastern Europe, comparable to the internal purge in the Soviet 
Union which culminated in the treason trials. is about to get under 


way. 

Heads already have fallen, or 
are in the process of falling. In 
Romania. Communist leader 
George Gheorghiu-Dej has been 
accused. as has Tito, of “grandee- 
ism.” and if he is not already ex 
periencing the discomforts of a 
people's prison, he soon will. Isola 
Dragoicheva, heroine of Bulgarian 
Communism, has been ruthlessly 
relegated to plaintive obscurity. 
In Russia's eastern German prov- 
‘nce. Communist leader Otto 
Grotewhol has loudly demanded a 
purge of “diversionist and obstruc- 
tionist” elements 

This is only the beginning. The 
real question is how far the purge 
will go and what technique the 
‘Russian overlords will use to bind 
ithe Soviet empire with hoops of 
stee!. 

Problem in Cracking Whip. 


The Moscow masters will have 
little difficulty in Poland, Ro- 
mania, eastern Germany and Hun- 
gary. The reason is simple. In 
these areas the Soviet Army and 
the Russian secret police, the 
M.V.D.. are already openly present. 
The whip is there to crack. But 
where there no army and 
M.V.D. whip, especially in Al- 
bania, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria 
and Finland, steps will almost 
certainly be taken to provide one. 

The most interesting case is Al- 
bania’s. Albania has always been 
considered a satellite of Yugosla- 
via. A glance at the map is cnough 
to explain why. Albania is com- 
pletely fenced in by Yugoslavia. 
Yet Previer Enver Hoxha’'s defi- 
ance of Tito is a measure of pres- 
sure which the Kremlin is capa- 
ble of bringing to bear.

AIR FORCE PAYS AVERAGE. .

WASHINGTON, July (AP)— 
The Air Force paid an average of 
$622,000 each for 660 planes or- 
dered in the 12 months 
June 30.

American Tales of Violence

MERICANS are often sur- 

prised when they encounter 

foreign opinions of Ameri- 
can literature. It is easy to un- 
derstand why Soviet Russia 
should place such a high value 
on the works of John Steinbeck 
and the pre-Lanny Budd writings 
of Upton Sinclair. The Russian 
leaders regard them, whether 
honestly or not, as first-hand 
evidence of a decaying capitaliem 
and consider them useful for 
propaganda purposes. Upton 
Sinclair, however, was given a 
special eminence in Central 
Europe long before the Bolshe- 
viks had come to power and at 
the same time Jack London was 
treated with the same deference 
as Melville. 

The explanation, perhaps, may 
be found in certain preconcep- 
tions of the United States that 
Europeans have habitually en- 
tertained. Jack London may 
have seemed more specifically 
American and therefore more 
exotic than the more European- 
ized Concord school or—to get a 
littie closer to our own times 
the writings of Stephen Crane, 
David Graham Phillips or Win- 
ston Churchill. (The American 
novelist.) Whether this was 
trne of the cases cited it would 
certairiy seem to apply the 
French vogue for Dashiell Ham- 
mett, Raymond Chandler and 
others like them. 

The hard-boiled stories which 
these authors have popularized 
have their attractions, of course, 
for a growing body of domestic 
readers and there are plenty 
discerning commentators who 
willingly grant them a superior 
parrative facility. In general, 
however, they are classified as 
entertainment withont any larger 
significance. Perhaps they 
more important for what they 
signify indirectly than we at 
home are inclined te believe.

Republicans had picked him to run for an office for 
which he had previously been defeated. In 1938 he was 
defeated for the governorship of New York by the incumbent, 
Herbert H. Lehman. In 1942, running against John J. Bennett, 
he was elected to the office, which Democrats had held for 
20 years. 

It was Democratic Governor Lehman who gave Dewey 
his chance to become a national figure. In 1935 he appointed 
Dewey special prosecutor to clean out New York City’s racket- 
eers. Dewey's success brought him widespread fame as a 
“racket buster.’’ On the strength of it he was elected District 
Attorney of New York County on a fusion ticket. His con- 
tinued clean-up activities sent his political prospects mount- 
ing. Despite his 1938 failure to win the governorship of New 
York, he was a major contender for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination in 1940, when the convention stampeded 
to Wendell Willkie. In 1944 Dewey captured the nomination 
on the first ballot. 

Dewey is a New Yorker by adoption. He was born 
March 24, 1902, in Owosso, Michigan, where his 69-year-old 
mother still lives and where his father was postmaster and

and high schools in Owosso he went on to the University of 
Michigan. There his singing voice got him into university 
musical activities, won him a State singing contest, encour- 
aged him to go to New York City to study voice. He supple- 
mented his singing studies with a law course at Columbia 
University, decided he preferred law as a career. 

On graduation from Columbia in 1925, he took a job in a 
New York law office, and in 1928 he married Frances Eileen 
Hutt, formerly of Sapulpa, Oklahoma, a singer and actress 
who had been secretary to his singing teacher. They have 
two sons. Dewey's activities in local Republican politics 
gained him appointment as chief assistant United States at- 
torney for the Southern District of New York in 1931. Two 
years later he received an interim appointment as United 
States attorney for the district, but was back in private 
practice when Governor Lehman made him special prosecutor. 

Dewey was considered an isolationist before the war but 
now is rated among the internationalists. Although he has 
been noncommittal on many issues, he is generally regarded 
as a middle-of-the-road man—within his party, as a progres- 
sive. Now in his second term as Governor, he is credited 
with giving New York State a business-like administration.

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N SOME respects the career of Governor Earl Warren of California runs 
parallel to Governor Dewey's. Each comes from a family of modest 
means, first won attention outside his own State as a prosecutor of gam- 
blers, racketeers and political grafters. Each has made a substantial record 
as Governor. By way of contrast, the Californian, who has run for office 
repeatedly in the last quarter-century, has never lost an election. Two years 
ago, he performed an unusual political feat—running on a non-partisan 
ticket to succeed himself as Governor, he won both the Republican and 
Democratic nominations, walked away with the election. 
Warren's parents were Scandinavians who were brought to this country 
as infants. His father, a railroad foreman, was murdered several years ago 
by a tramp who never was apprehended. Warren attended public schools 
in Bakersfield, graduated from the University of California with law degrees. 
Drafted in 1917, he was a lieutenant when World War I ended. He began 
his public career with a clerkship in the legislature. As Alameda County 
district attorney, an office to which he was elected three times, his cleanup 
of official graft paved the way for his election as Attorney General. The 
p was next.

REAST of chicken cooked with shallots 
and sherry wine and served with a cream 
sauce is a specialty of Chef Joseph Am-

Station. It appears on the menu as Breast of 
Chicken American. 

Breast meat and part of wing are removed 
from frying chicken and seasoned with salt 
and pepper. Meat is dipped in cream, then 
in flour mixed with a little paprika and fried 
in butter and chicken fat until well browned. 
A mushroom cap is added, the pan is covered, 
and meat is simmered for about 20 minutes. 

To make the cream sauce, meat is re- 
moved from pan, minced shallots and sherry 


are put in and shallots are fried until tender. 
Flour is stirred in, then cream. Sauce is 
cooked and whipped with wire whisk until 
thickened. More sherry is added and sauce 
is strained through a fine sieve. 
INGREDIENTS: One-half chicken breast, 
three tablespoons each chicken fat and butter, 
salt and pepper, flour, paprika and cream 
for dipping; for sauce, three minced shallots, 
one teaspoon flour, seasoning to taste, one 
jigger sherry, one-half cup cream; for garnish, 
one mushroom cap, one slice tomato, season- 
ing, one-fourth teaspoon sugar, fresh bread 
crumbs, olive oil and slice of green pepper. 
These amounts make one portion.

The man-made island is a 
drilling platform built on pilings 
above 48 feet of water, eight miles 
south of Grand Isle, Louisiana. 
Erected at a cost of $1,200,000, it is 
nearly 10 times larger than any 
platform built previously in those 
waters. It has three decks on 
which are living quarters and 
recreation facilities for its crew as 
well as working equipment. Work 
goes on 24 hours a day, the men 
working in shifts. Periodically 
they spend several days ashore. 

The exploratory well has been 
drilled to a depth of 8600 feet, and 
casing set for production tests. 
Traces of oil were found at about 
7000 feet. The project—consid- 
ered an important step in tapping 
oi] believed to be in the continen- 
tal shelf extending 30 miles off 
shore—belongs to the Humble Oil 
and Refining Company, an dffili- 
ate of Standard Oil Company 
(New Jersey).
